The giant TWA Boeing 707 luxury jet liner was 
skyborne again, with Ciampino Airport swiftly fad­ 
ing down and out and Rome quickly vanishing as 
the ship knifed sharply into the heavens, leveled 
off at 30,000 feet, and started its 600 mile-an-hour 
streak to Paris. 
I hardly noticed the distinctive blue 
of 
the 
Adriatic. Or Mt. Blanc as the plane soared high 
over the Alps. Or Berne, a tiny toy village nearly 
five miles below. 
I was wistfully thinking how terribly short had 
been my visit to Rome. 
And I was sorting it out, as most {>cople do. 


The late, late dinner at the Hostaria dell ’Orso, 
for example, with medallion of beef printaniere and 
the incomparable wines shared at my table 
by 
Thomas Dexter Alden, career diplomat with the 
U. S. Embassy in Rome, and by Raoul Patriarca 
and his pretty and charming friend, Luca Salvadore, 
both of Rome. 
The dinner was followed by dancing, to be 
sure. Very late in the evening — or very early 
in the morning, take your choice — I joined Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Cronkite for a toast to his excel­ 
lence as one of America’s finest in his field. This, 
I have already related to Mrs. Gray: The gracious 
and vivacious Mrs. Cronkite and I did famously 
with a bit of American swing and, of all things, 
the band’s favorite, The Anniversary Waltz. This, 
with Walter’s acquiescence, let it be said. 


Then, there were the shopping tours, sloshing 
around the central part of the city in the rain, as 
I did, first with Buck Hood, of Austin, Texas, and 
Mark Collins, of Albany, N.Y. 
This was frustration, indeed. Did you ever try 
shopping in a strange city with a couple of men 
as knowledgable as yourself about the mysteries 
of such business? The' three of us licked the 
frustration by latching on lo Jane Stretch, who 
editorially nails a Camden hide to the barn door 
occasionally, and who is something of an old pro 
voyager in her own right. 
From 2 o’clock until 7 this quartet practiced 
the kind of practical diplomacy the Rome business 
community goes for. A real Christmas shopping 
binge. Neckties from Briohi’s, 
ladies’ 
handbags 
from Antinori’s, gloves from 
Perrone’s, 
wallets 
and other leather goods from Gucci’s, a wee sip of 
champagne at the Grand Hotel and then back to 
the Excelsior for a shower, a shave, a collapse, 
and then — off to the races again! 


I was remembering, too, my very first im­ 
pression of Rome as I arrived from Ciampino via 
the old Appian Way, past the Quoa Vadis Chapel, 
and through the 2000-year-old Sebastian Gate. And 
my departure via the new Appian Way, a modem 
highway comparable to our own, j3Rst miles of 
ruins of ancient aquaducts, ruins of ancient castles. 
It didn’t take too much imagination to transport 
yourself back 2000 year's. Everything in, around and 
about Rome is old, very old. And enduring. Most 
enduring of all are the people. 
Curiously, there came a flashback of my first 
breakfast at the Excelsior, when with a determina­ 
tion of rugged individualism, I ordered, with
